obſerved by the NETHERLANDS. 
Noble Sir, 


Ja YED hereunto by the many obligations of friendſhip received from yon, during my 
Net aboad in England, in farisfation of your imporcunity,to certifie you how we diſcourſe 

Tl here, of the great diſtempers of your Kingdome ; and whar my opinion is in particular 
touching the ſame,according to the meaſure of my weak abilities, and the ſmall obſer- 
vations 1 made of the ſeverall paſſages of State, which tel] cut whilſt I ſojourned with 
you, and my meane intelligence kept in that Kingdome ſince my departure thence un- 
rothis preſent time, 1 rhus proceed : Our diſconiſe{(as ituſual'y falls out in all Repub. 
liques ſo) is it here, very free and various, but in the generall as wee favour the cauſe,ſo 
we pittie the caſe of your Parliament, thar is forced ro ftroggle ſo long with ſo many 
| great difficulties, ſupported one!y with the cottering ſourdarion of the -vnſteady re: 


ſolutions of the giddy headed multicude- And we are exceeding}y tranſported with 
admiration, ro heare, that ſo many thouſands, who are ſoneerely concernedin their good , in the happy progreſſe. 


and concluſion of that great (oxſ#ll, and in their nadoubred ill, both preſent and farare, in the ſubrill ioterrupti- 
on and fatail difſolution of thatgrear Aſſembly, ſhould be (o ſtrangly altered (upon no crae ground; that wee cay 
heareJas to caſt calumnious aſperſions upon thoſe,that with ſo great hazard of their own lives, and Fortnnes, like 
renowned Patriots, doe yer conſtantly perſiſt, in rheic nnwearied indeavours, torid your Nation, from the mot 
grievous burthen of an overgrowne Monarchy, and ro ſafferthemſelves to be fo farre deluded by the cunning 
working of the Royaliſt Hierarchianand Papift, rhe three great Incendiaries of your Kingdome. (and indeed of 
a!l Chriſtendome) as voluntarily ro chruft their necks into the yoake, audro reſigne up with their owne hands 
their Religion and Lawes nnto thoſe, who could never by violence have beene able to have wreſted either of the 
twaine from our chelr poſſeſſion, and co be ralked inro an andoubred flavery, under the ſpations ſhew of a royall 
prorecion. 1o deliver my particalar Opinion, touching the Originall, and the various, and:diſ-uiled wayes, of 
anvancing your unhappie larres, cannot be compriſed withia the narrow limits of an Epitle : you (ee the Scors 
have made a volume of theirs, and I recommend ic to you as a peece worth your reading, and whence (I beleeve) 
your owne ingenuity will beable to gather, more ſatisfattion in theſe particulars then i ſhall ever bee able our of 
my poore obſervations to acquaint you with. For though ic»vas the buſlineſſe of another Kingdome, and is now 

_ happily compoſed, and may therefore ſeeme either nor to concerne E”g/and acall, or ac leaft not ar this rime, yer 
if you paralell the paſſages there, wirh thoſe that have happened with you (ome yeares paſt, and-eipecially ſince 
your Parkam?nt beganne, you willeafily beleeve, that it nor one man , yer men of theſame mind, laid the Ma- 
chavillian ground work of both your diſturbances, and how many other things ſoever have in ſtew bin offered as 
happy meanes to maintaine Monarchy and Hierarchy, yet there were two other whites one]; ſhor ar, the filencing 
of the Lawzs, aud the alterarion of the Relzgzonin borh Kingdomes, The maine block inthe way to hinder theſe 
deſignes,we ſay is your fixed Parlament and are therefore perfwaded, rhat whar ever elſe may be pretended,yer the 
drift of the plot at preſent on foot is cthis,to caule thar greas aſſembly by lirtle and lietle of it ſelfe, to languiſh unto 
that death,unto which by violence its enemies is not yet able to bring it, and therein ro make good the Proverb.to 


doe that by the Fox which is nor feaſable by the Lyon. For my owne ſence of rhe bulinefle thus much in ſhore, The 


ambitious Clergze will {never willingly) hearken toaty alterarion,{for the berter) much lefle to a perfet Reforma- 


rion inthe Church, andin this the apeſt and Liberrine will certainely joyne hands withthem: The Royaliſt will 
hinder (in what hee may) the pu (ging of the State, and he will be backed by Davids guard (thoughin a far greater 
mulricade) mentioned, 1 Sam. 22, Cap.6.2. And tor the fooliſh neutrall, that hopes ro have his throar Jaſt car, 
itis likely, he is not an inconſiderable part of the Kingdome, ſo char nowif you can conceive that rhe remainder 
is a ſtronger and as reſolute. a party as theſe, there is good hopes of a good Concluſion , elſe without the omnipo- 
rent hand of Heaven miraculouſly aſſiſting, I feare thata ſhore lived man may livero heare , that the bravery of 
the renowned Ergliſh walkes hand in hand with the ſordid vaſſalage , of the French and Spaniſh Nations ; And 
that the Language of your Magna Charta, and Leges, & conſuctudints Regni bee rranſlatedinto 
Sic volo, fic jubeo ſtat pro ratione voluntas. |
